SHE PLOTTED MURDER 


A Wife’s Attempt to Get Rid 
of Her Husband. 


An Eastern Crook Hired to Assassinate 
and Rob Him, 


The Slayer Weakens at the Last 
Moment and Confesses. 


The Woman and Her Timid Tool 
Arrested—She Is Said to Have 
Been Trapped By Her 
Husband. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SPOKANE FAtts (Wasb.,) April 17. 
—[By the Associaied The 
startling disclosure was made today 
that the wife of F. A. Bettis, a promi- 
nent citizen and ex-city official, had 
been plotting to bring about his mur- 
der, For along while he and bis wife 
have been separated, and Mrs. bettis 
recently began divorce proceedings, 
but afterward withdrew them. A 
bitter fight has been waging 
over the coramunity property, as 
Bettis is a wealthy man. Not long 
ago police officers learned that 
Mrs. Bettis was in consultation with a 
suspected crook from the East. They 
contrived to secrete emselves near 
the conspirators and learo their plans. 
The man agreed to murder Mr. Bettis, 
and was to be paid . 24000, $250 cash, 
$750 in ten days, and the remainder to 
be sent him on the Isthmus of Panama. 

The agreement between the parties 
was that the man who was hired to do 


the deed was to come tothe woman’s 
home, bringing the victim’s diamonds 


been done, and the signal was to be 
when he went to her house to give 
three raps on the door, at which she 
would ask *“‘who’s tuere.”?’ He was to 
answer “95.”’ 

Lust night was the time appointed 
to commit the deed, but the would-be 
assassin playe@ false.

OF VANDERBILT’S TRIP 
TO DENVER. 


CAUSE 


The Northwestern System to Paral- 
lel the Union Pacific to Ogden— 
A Move to Punish Gould’s 
Bad Faith. 


CricaGco, April 17.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A story is told here 
today which throws new light on the 
trip of Cornelius Vanderbilt and party 
to the far West. It has been reported 
that the party was to meet Jay Gould 
in Denver for a conference, the object 
being to arrange a harmonious com- 
bination of interests in working out 
the western railroad problem. This is 
denied by parties in a position to ob- 
tain inside facts. 

It is said the movement of the Van- 
derbilts is for the purpose of heading 
off Gould. If Gould had attended the 
meeting of the advisory board of the 


it was tho intention of President 
Hughitt of the Northwestern to have 
had an understanding on the ques- 
tion of divisions of through rates 
between that road and the Union 
Pacific. It has been asserted 
that the ten-year traflic contract 
with the Northwestern has been 
ignored by Union lacific since Mr. 
Gould obtained control, through busi- 
ness beivpg largely diverted to the 
Missouri Pacific. The Northwestern 
people have been growing indignant, 
and when it was found that Gould had 
no intention of attending the meeting 
a telegraphed the fact to New 
ork. 

Tne result was that Vanderbilt, 
Depew, Rossiter and Twombley im- 
mediately started West in a special 
train. i{tissaid their object was to 
reach Denver in advance of Gould and 
to be first in the field in making 
preliminary arrangements for carrying 
out three plans. ‘hese plans, it is al- 
leged, involved the ultimate extension 
of the Northwestern system to Ogden. 
The Frémont, Eikborn and Missouri 
Valley division aiready reaches Fort 
Casper, and the layingof 200 or 300 | 
miles of track in a southwesterly di- 
rection will connect it with the Central 
Pacifie at Ogden. When this is done 
the Northwestern will parallel the 
Union Pacitic its entire length and will 
possess an immense advantage in hav- 
ing a Chicagoterminus. It is suid this 
step has been contemplated for a long 
time by the Vanderbilt interests, but 
the scheme was abandoned when the 
traffic contract between the Northern 
Pacific and Union Pacific was per- 
fected. Now that the contract isa 
dead letter the Northwestern will de- 
lay no longer in establishing itself on 
an independent footing. 

Shou!d tue plan be carried out it can 
hardly fail to work considerable in- 
jury tothe Union Pacilic. Further- 
more it would limit the effect of the 
proposed Gouid-Huntington combina- 
tion in the Southwest, and save to 
Chicago and the Northwest much busi- 
ness that otherwise wouid be diverted 
to other routes.

aw-abiding, while atthe same time with 
the instinct which pervades our race, the 
paramount aim is to guard our socia! purity, 
preserve our civilization and maintain Cau- 
casian prestige and supremacy. 

He congratulated the people on the 
progress made and rejoiced to know 
they had turned their throughts to 
spinning cotton as well as raising it. 
He knew no reason why they should 
export it as raw material rather than 
as a manufactured product, holding in 
their midst the means for transforma- 
tion of the raw material into the fin- 
ished product. In ciosing his speech, 
wtich was interrupted many times by 
prolonged cheers, the President 
thanked the people for the 
ing extended him:

property, but wost of them were too much 
air.ia of public ridicule to aflix their names 
to criminal complaints against the man who 
had piayed upon their creduility,and the 
rest were unubie to do 80 because their cases 
were not of a criminal nature. in one in- 
stance, a youll, who had been duped to the 
exteut of $2750, produced a note payabie to 
tue order of a wan nained Kiefer, which had 
never beea indorsed, and was not worth 10 
ceuts to the holder, yet no criminal coim- 
piaint could be issued, as the youth should 
bave taken proper precautions to secure 
bimself at tue time the transaction was 
made. 

Among other stories which were current 
on the streets about Lkstein was oue to the 
effect that he obtained a pair of diamond 
earrings, valued at $750, from Movtgomery 
Bros., the jewelers, to show to a lady client, 
a few days ago, and tbat he failed w returu 
with them. Avother is to the effect that he 
borrowed #250 trom a physician, depositing 
the same diamonds with Dim as collaterai 
security, and that after the doctor had kept 
tuem ip bis safe for a few days, Kxstein re- 
turned and induced him to let bim take the 
jewels for a few minutes, as a customer had 
made an oifer of upon them. ‘lrusting 
in Ekstein’s assurance that he would returu 
the sum loaned if the trade was made, the 
doctor parted witb his collateral and his 
moucy at the same time, as the wily loan 
agent never came back with either.

A Misunderstanding Results in the 
Matter Going Over Until Mon- 
day Whenthe Money Will 

Probably Ba Voted. 


The City Council metin special session at 
10 o’clock yesserday morning, pursuant to 
the request of the General Committee of 
Two Hundred upon the reception of the 
President, with the avowed purpose of mak- 
ing an appropriation from the city treasury 
with which to defray the expenses neces- 
sarily entailed upon a public demonstration 
in honor of the chief executive officer of 
the United States. 

All the members were present, when 
President Bonsall called the meeting to or- 
der, and a delegation‘of about twenty mem- 
bers of the committee were in attendance 
to present the matter to the Councli., 

Gen. E. P. Johnson briefly explained the 
object for which the committee had re- 
quested the Council to grant it an audience, 
and asked the Council to make an appro- 
priation of $1500 for the purpose of dec- 
orating the pavilion, hiring carriages and 
music, and paying all the expenses which 
would be necessary on an occasion of this 
kind. He was followed by ex-Mayor W. 
H. Workman, Maj. W. C. Furrey, Maj. G. 
E. Gard, Gen. A. McD. McCook, 8. O. 
Houghton and Capt. A. W. Barrett, each of 
whom made an eloquent appeal for the ap- 
propriation of the sum asked. 

The draft of an ordinance authorizing the 
expenditure of a certain sum of money to 
defray the expenses of a public demonstra- 
tion in honor of the visit of the President of 


the United States to the city of Los An- 
geles was then read, 

Councilman McGarry at the close of the 
reading made an dress, in which he 
called the attention of his colleagues to the 
factthbat Presidents did not. come to Los 
Angeles every year, and that it therefore 
bebooved the citizens to greet such an un- 
usual event in a manner becoming to the 
bolder of the highest office in the gift of the 
people of the greatest country in the world. 
He moved, therefore, that the sum of $1000 
be inserted in the ordinance as the amount 
to be appropriated. 

Councilman Rees moved as an amend- 


ment that the sum of $500 be inserted in the — 
| ordinance, which motion was seconded by 


Councilman Innes. 

Councilman hicGarry expressed surprise 
atthe spirit exhibited by the gentlemen. 
This was an occasion of a lifetime, ana 
should evoke the patriotism of every true 
American, He insisted that the amount 
asked for the committee, $1500, be inserted 
in the ordinance and made a motion to that 
effect as an ameadmenttothe amendment, 

President Bonsall then put the questio 
informing the Council thatthe vote woul 
be called upon the largest sum named first. 

The roll call resulted in the $1500 propo- 
sition being knocked out by seven votes to 
two, Couneilmen McGarry and Tufts alone 
voting in the affirmative. 

Councilman Summerland rose to explain 
that he was perfectly willing to go down 
into. his pockets and pay for his own pa- 
triotism, but he-did not think it proper to 
expend the taxpayers’ money in the man- 
ner proposed. ‘There were plenty of other 
ways of spending $1500 of the city funds to 
more advantage. His conviction might be 
wrong, but he was honest in upholding it. 

Councilman Tufts hoped that the Coun- 
cil would either appropriate more than 

, or refuse the committee’s request 
altogether. 

Counciiman Rees expressed his willing 
ness to putup his share and help the mat- 
ter along, but he knew that there were six 
or seven mien on the committee who could 
put up $1000 each and never miss it, and in 

opinion the~ whole~committee” 
be taxed at the rate of $10 or $20 apiece. 

Councilman Alford was very much in 
favor of appropriating $1000, as he felt con- 
fident that the majority of the taxpayers 
were in favor of the idea of assisting the 
committee te that extent. 

Councilman McGarry bated to think that 
the people “tothe manor born” should have 
to be stimulated on an occasion of this kind 
by outsiders. In his opinion the people 
would be offended if no opportunity was 
afforded them of helping to welcome their 
President. He again insisted upon insert- 
ing tbe sum of #1500. 

‘The roll was then called on the question 
of inserting the sum of $1000 in the ordin- 
ance and resulted as follows: Ayes— 
Alford, McGarry, Rhodes, Tutts and Bon- 
sall—5; noes—Iunes, Nickell, Rees and 
Summerland—3. 

On motion of Mr. Alford, the rules with 
regard to printing were suspended and the 
ordinance was placed upon its passage. 

Ex-Mayor Workman again addressed the 
Council at this juncture and expressed the 
hope that the sum of $1000 at least would 
be apovropriated. 

President Bonsall said that personally he 
was of the opinion that $1000 was little 
enough, if the Council meant to offer any- 
thing at all. 

Councilman Summerland said he wished 
that the Council had the power to appropri- 
ate forthe poor of his ward. It was his 
honest conviction that he-did not believe 
the Council’ had the right to invest the 
hard-earned money of the taxpayers in this 


way. 

‘This elicited from Maj. G. E. Gard a 
warin reply upon the anxiety evinced by 
the gentieman of the Eighth Ward for the 
poor taxpayer, and his sympathy for the 


poor. 3 

Councilman Rees said that it was a nice, 
pleasant thing to pay away money when it 
was not your own, but he was determined 
to make a stand agains these raids upon the 
city treasury. lt was only the other day 
that the member from the Seventh Ward 
took the same ground. 

This brought Councilman McGarry to hie 
feet on a question of privilege, and he 
asked thatthe gentieman from the Ninth 
Ward explain what he referred to, or im: 
mediately retract what he had said. This 
was nota question of charity, but one of 
local pride, . 

President Bonsall hoped that the gentle 
men of the Council would refrain from per 
sonalities. 

Councilman Nickell said he was willing 
that the city should pay $10,000 if neces 
sary, but it did not look like patriotism to 
bim to force the people to foot the bill by 
taxing them. 

The question as to the passage of the or- 
dinance was then put and lost by the fol- 
lowing vote: Ayes, Alford, McGarry, 
Khodes, Tufts and Bonsall—5; noes, lnnes, 
Nickell, Rees and Summerland—4. 

It being a question of the expenditure of 
money, six votes were required. 

Councilman Kees then renewed his mo 
tion to insert $500, but the committee pro- 
ceeded to leave the chamber, Maj. W. C. 
Furrey remarking that they did not come at 
beggers. The committee was very much 
obliged, but did not want the $500.

CALIFORNIA LAND VALUES. 


A San Francisco man, who was re- 
cently interviewed in the Post, ex- 
pressed similar ideas on the subject of 
the vaiue of California land to. those 
given a couple of days ago in THE 
Times. Referring to the assertions of 
croakers that California land is too 
high, he shows that the selling values 
ofland in the two States of Wash- 
ington and California are determined, 
not by an arbitrary course on the 
part of owners, but by what the 
soil is intrinsically worth. Our prices 
are higher simply because our land is 
better, our climate is better, our 
products more saleable and the cost of 
preparing the soil for crops is far less 
than the cost of similar work in Wash- 
ington. 

This citizen then continues: ’ 

What does it availa farmerto buy Wash- 
ington land at $25 an acre when it will cost 
him #200 an acre to clear it of heavy timber 
and underbrush, root up the stumps and 
blast out the boulders; and then find that 
his soil will merely produce the ordinary 
staples that yield the husbandman no more 
than a mere living, and will never enable 
him to getrich. ‘To take such land as this 
simply because California acreage with 
nothing but brush to clear from it, and 
which will yield from $250 to @600 an acre 
net in fruits and vegetables, and is blessed 
with a climate which enables the farmer to 
nse of tight Duildings and 
barns, costs from $50 to $300 an acre, accord- 
ing to its nearness to a market, is false econ- 
omy, which saves dimes at the start and 
loses dollars at the end. 

We bave pleaty of land in Califomnia at 
$25 anacre. Itisas good as any lilinois 
prairie, with plenty of water and a moder- 
ate climate. Itmay be found among the 
Sierras and coast ranges from Siskiyou to 
San Diego, and wil! produce abundantly. 
Its only fault is distance from the railroads, 
but this is not so much of a drawback as 
those which the Washington settler has to 
contend with. 

This is the proper manner in which 
to regard the value of California land. 
It is the true way and one which will 


bear investigation. 


M. H. pE Youne sent a letter to the 
Western States Commercial Congress, 
at Kansas City, upon the subject of re- 
claiming the arid public lands of the 
United States. He states that there 
are 50,000,000 acres of public land, 
now entirely valueless, which could 


be reclaimed by an expenditure 
of less than an ‘acre. and 
made salable at $25 ane acre. 


This enterprise would certainly be one 
of the most beneficial and profitable 
that the Government could undertake 
and itcomes well within the limit of 
enterprises that governments may 
properly engage in. These 50,000,000 
acres, now uninhabited, would, if irri- 
gated, easily support a population 
equal to that of the United States at 
present. _ 

THE tendency to increase the size of 
municipalities is spreading. Not to be 
bebind Chicago, New York now de- 
sires to annex alarge area of contigu- 
ousxterritory, including brooklyn, Ho- 
boken, Staten Island and other 
suburbs.

DESPONDENT VINEYARDISTS. 


The vine-growers of Santa Clara 
county complain that their business 
does not pay. Their experience is 
duplicated by growers of wine-grapes 
in other parts of the State. Table 
grapes and grapes for raising pay well, 
but the wine business has been a los- 
ing game for several years. 

The grower of wine grapes must 
either sell bis crop to one of the big 
Wineries, oor he must press 
his own grapes, build his cel- 
lars, purchase vats and barrels 
and make his own wine, all of which is 
expensive. The wineries are combined 
and pay avery low price—little over 
$10aton for ordinary grapes, and it 
costs about that to raise them. On 
the other hand, wine made on the vine- 
yard is now offered at 10 cents a gal- 
lon, against 13 and 15 cents a couple 
of vears ago, there being only about 
half a dozen buyers in San Francisco 
who deciare, with apparent truth, 
that, in spite of the low prices 
paid, they are making no money. As 
to the growers, it is said that wheat- 
growers are making more than vine- 
yardists at present. 

In view of these circumstances, the 
Santa Clara vineyardists have decided 
to combine and see what they can do 
for themselves. To properly store and 
age wine not only requires large capi- 
tal, but isascience demanding much 
experience.

FAIR LETTER FROM AN OBSERVER 


The Nude In Nature Round About 
Portiand—Lingering Dalilance 
of Winter In Miss Web- 
foot’s Lap. 


PORTLAND (Or.,) April 13.—|Corre- 
spondence of Tue Times.}| Among 
your readers in Southern California 
and elsewhere are many who, through 
business or social relationg, or both, 
are interested in this Northwestern 
country, while many others are desir- 
ous of fullest possible information con- 
cerning fruit culture all along the Pa- 
cific Coast. As a member of the Oregon 
State Horticultural Society, the writer 
has a directinterest in the subject, and, 
asa prospective inhabitantand fruit- 
grower of Southern California, has been 
waking @ special study of conditions 
as to climate, soil, products and profits 
of the different sections of this great 
occidental fruit orchard, extending 
{rom Mexico to British Columbia, with 
its countless wealth in possession and 
promise, both to the grower and the 
consumer. 

Hence these items—notes by the way. 
When | left Los Angeles two weeks 
ago, with its sunshine and blossoming 
fruit trees, 1 hoped to find Oregon 


fully ready to lay off her winter garb— 


to hang it up to dry—and, with her 
spring suit, ber Easter gown, in hand, 
in the very act ot robing herself for the 
new season. But I fear therecent dis- 
cussion in the papers here of the “nude 
in art” has given the old maiden an 
idea that the nude in nature might, 
also, be objected to, and so she stands, 
half hiding her drabbied robes behind 
the curtains of fog and cloud which 
are always so conveniently abundant, 
and, looking out with sly glances, oc- 
casionally, exhibits an expression 
which says she has half a mind to actu- 
ally smile like asunbeam, yet don’t 
dareto. If the transition from winter 
to spring was as quickly made in this 
country as in some others, Miss Web- 
foot would be able to exchange her 
covering so adroitly and speedily the 
naughty people would never suspect 
she had felt any hesitancy about the 
transformation, and wouid almost for- 
get tbe dark, clouded aspect of her 
winter visage, 

However, impatient as we are for 
sun and flowers to crowd out the fog 
and wind, the latter are still with us, 
and only fajth in the to-be makes them 
passably endurable. 

_ The great Northwest has been en- 
joying for several years most encour- 
aging prosperity, and ail business lines 
experienced an enormous expan- 
sion. Still, there has been prediction 
of a reaction, and it is quite possible 
another year or two may witness, if 
not a stand-still, at least a “slowing 
down”’ of the wheels of business. In- 
deed, already it is apparent that the 
phenomenal growth of many sections 
and towns cannot be maintained, and 
curtailment is taking the place of ex- 
pansion. This applies less to Portland 
than to any other important city of the 


Northwest, except as to outside prop-. 


erty—country “‘additions’”—which are 
already ample for a tenfold increase 
of the present population. Inside resi- 
dence and business property is solid, 
aud will, without question, remain so 
with a steady and wholesome advance. 
Building of the most substantial, and 
in cases, elegant, character is being 
vigorously pushed, and general busi- 
ness gives promise of the usual spring 
activity. 

While there is, and very properly, 
too, a disposition to slacken speed 
with the outside town lot movement 
since it left the suburbs and began to 
encroach upon the *‘backwoods,”’ there 
is a commendable effort to attract 
home-seekers from unproductive ‘‘26- 
foot fronts’? to productive suburban 
acreage, where home and fruit may be 
grown together. ‘This is in keeping 
with the movement in California which 
is making thousands of its laboring 
people—not ‘“‘laborers’’— independent 
proprietors instead of dependent em- 
ployés. 

And it ought to result in imniense 
benefit to the people personally, as 
well as to the State, for Oregon is ad- 
mirably adapted to fruit and vegetable 
culture in soil, climate and water. 
Not only can she produce the “big red 
apple,’’ which earned for her so excel- 
lent a pbame in California in ‘“‘the 
fifties,’ but most of the deciduous 
fruits of any spot in the temperate 
zone find here congenial conditions 
and grow to perfection. 

California has increasing interest in 
this northern country, especially be- 
cause of the rapidly-growing market it 
affords for the dairy products and or- 
chard and garden surplus of the south- 
ern State. There is reason to believe 
that, were the citrus fruits of Florida 
and foreign countries to become s0 
abundant asto supply the eastern mar- 
kets completely, the States of Oregon, 
Washington, Idaho and Montana 
wouid furnish ample market for Cal- 
ifornia’s product, and that the rapidly 
developing amount of that product 
would only keep pace with the growth 
of population and cultivation of taste 
for tne wholesome fruits which cannot 
be grown here. 

It is not a question simply of increase 
of mouths to be fed, but as well—and 
even more—of civilization in taste— 
that is, of an enhanced appreciation of 
the incomparable worth, dietetically, 
of the wholesome acid which nature 
provides in the citrus fruits, and at the 
very time, too, it is needed to counter- 
act the effects of winter “hog and 
bominy,’’ and other’ gross articles of 
food. | 

**Less meat and pastry and more veg- 
etable and fruit foods” is the motto of 
modern hygienic science, and blest in- 
deed will our people be when the cool- 
ing, soothing products of the orchard 
and garden shall have largely taken 
the place of the heating, fever-produ- 
cing and disease-breeding products of 
the slaughter-house.

MR. HUNTINGTON TALKS. 


Politics, the Southern Pacific and 
the Waste-basket Incident. 

“Is the Southern Pacific Company 
really out of politics?” asked an Ex- 
aminer reporter of Mr. Huntington. 

‘*In reply to that question,”’ said the 
president of the Southern Pacific, ‘I 
would huve butlittie to say, for the 
reason that I have already said to the 
people of California that the railroads 
would be kept out of politics as far as 
it was possible for the president of the 
company to keep them out. 

‘*I think I have succeeded in stamp- 
ing out most of the evil, although I 
must confess that every now and then 
Isew a few taiis that are not dead yet 
wriggling about here and thereon the 
surface; but lam on the right track, 
and while it cannot be done in a day, 
in time I am satisfied th e evil will be 
corrected. 

‘I know as well as the people that 
the railroad was not organized for po- 
litical purposes; that it should—and I 
believe I cansay it shail—confine it- 
self to the transportation of persons 
and property and serve all creeds and 
political parties alike, without any dis- 
crimination fo. or against any one. Of 
course there are,:o doubt will be for 
some time, people connected with the 
road who, trom long. practice, will 
continue to use the company as far as 
they are able for political purposes; 
but I think most of them have learned 
that their dutiesdo not lie on these 
lines, and that they are expected to 
confine themselves to looking after 
the legitimate interests that they are 
employed to serve. And this will best 
suit the owners of the property and the 


fam quite sure that these employés 


to advance the interest of either party 
or individual. When the people once 
learn that such is the fixed policy of 
the company there will be no desire to 
treat the railroad companies of this 
State any differently (better or worse,) 
than any other railroad property is 
treated.”’ 

‘‘What about the Sacramento inci- 
dent, Mr. Huntington—the memoran- 
dums found in the waste-basket?” 
‘*! know nothing about it any further 
than this: that I know the ‘railroad 
company had nothing to do with it; or, 
in short, was} 
paid out for any political purpose in 
the last Legislature. Of course, as to 
what individuals may have done I 
know nothing except as concerns my- 
self. I certainly paid nothing.”’ 

“Tt has been said that, while your 
associates spent large amounts of 
money in California, you made all 
your investments in the East. How is 
that?’’ 

“In reply to this question I need 
only say this: I have invested in Cali- | 
fornia all the money I ever made here, 
and very much more, and besides I am 
quite sure that I have sent to California 
more than one hundred millions in 
money and material, the material to 
be used for improvements and the 
money to be paid out for labor to create 
these great properties. Most of the 
money, I think, has been spent for 
labor to build up the interest of this 
West Coast,sotospeak. itis acurious 
fact that people who receive the benefit 
of money expended almost always give 
the credit to those who are directly 
connected with the improvements that 
the expenditure of the money creates, 
and hardly ever look behind and be- 
yond the immediate source of supply 
to the party who by his successtul et- 
forts to raise the money for this specific 
purpose has made those improvements 
possible. I believe [ put more time 
into these western roads than almost 
any other man connected with our 
railroad system. My own rules of lite 
are so few and so simple that I need to 
experd but little to pay my personal 
expenses, and I am quite sure, also, 
that no citizen of California has worked 
harder or been more anxious to ad- 
vance the moral and material interests 
of California than I have.”’ 


WILD HOGS OF LERDO. 


Roaming in Great Droves Seventy 
Miles South of Yuma, 
1Yuma Times.| 

Roaming over the landsof the Lerdo 
Colony, seventy miles south of Yuma, 
are droves of wild hogs, variously esti- 
mated at from 1000 to 3000 in number. 

They are descendants of tame hogs 

laced on the ranch when Thomas H. 

lythe was part owner, thirteen years 
ago. After Biythe’s decease and sub- 
sequent reversion of his interest to 
Gen, Andrade, the hogs were turned 
loose and allowed to go at will over 
the rich bottom lands of the Colorado 
River. 

As the wild hog became tame under 
restraintand kind treatment, so the 
tame hogs of Lerdo rapidly became 
wild when allowed to run at large. A 
few generations transformdd them 
into savage beasts, who would atiack 
and eata manif they bad an oppor- 
tunity. ‘They subsist chiefly on the 
wild potato, a tuber which grows the 
size of a walnut and in great profusion. 
The present owner of Lerdo, Ged. An- 
drade, conceived the idea of having 
the hogs caught and the meats cured 
for the use of the colonists. 

Operations were begun about a year 
ago, and though not conducted on a 
large scale, have proved successful. 
The hogs are caught ina circular corral 
about thirty feet in diameter, having 
a trap door. plenty of bait in the shape 
of corn aud potatoeg is scattered about 
the entrance, and also buried in the 
corral. A band of hogs attracted by 
the bait enter the corral, commence 
rooting for the buried corn and pota- 
toes, and when the right spot is struck 
by them the trap falls and they are 
prisoners. 

The hogs are fed awhile before 
slaughtering. Their meat is of fine 
quality, aud the lard sweet and deli- 
cious.

A PLEA FOR IRRIGATION. , 

Col. A. C. Fisk of Denver delivered 
an address upon irrigation. It was 
estimated that there are 1,000,000 
square miles of arid lands in the 
weatern country that could_ be made 
productive by irrigation. At the mini- 
mum price of public lands, $1.25 per 
acre, this land had a value of $800,- 
009,000. At $30 per acre, a moderate 
estimate of the value when irrigated, it 
would be worth $19,200,000,000. 
these lands were properly provided with 
water, one could scarcely sontemplate 
what an empire of population and 
wealth it would contain. It was said 
that the people of the regions that de- 
sired irrigation should provide it them- 
selves. Without agriculture the lands 
would never be asettied, and there 
would be nd-paople to provide irriga- 
tion. The Govérnment should start 
the work. 
FOREIGN PAUPERS AND CRIMINALS. 

Mr. Wickliffe of New Orleans spoke 
upon immigration and the settlement 
of vacant lands from the text ‘‘Amer- 
ica and Amoricans.”” He had been 
told, he said, that this land is 
broad enough for all, but 
he submitted that the old 
world has made it the dumping ground 
for paupers and the criminal classes 
and he believes he spoke for the whole 
American people when he said the 
time has come when it must stop.

RESOLUTIONS REPORTED. 

The majority report of the Comwmit- 

tee on Resolutions favors the adop- 
tion by Congress of a law authorizing 
the free, unlimited coinage of silver, 
and the issuance of a sufficient amount 
of legal tender notes,to be redeemable 
both in gold and silvgy, to restore the 
equilibrium between money and all 
other products. It favors tariff for 
revenue only and urges Congress to 
enact laws to plac» the tariff upon 
purely a revenue basis at as early a 
date as practicable. Itdeclares that 
the interstatecommerce of the 
country should be controlled by the 
General Government; favors the im- 
provement of the Mississippi River, 
the construction of the Hennepin 
Canal and other waterways by the Gov- 
ernment; the equilization of taxation;a 
national bankruptcy law; suppression 
of trusts and combines, restoration of 
railway land grants to the public do- 
main and the opening of surplus land 
to settlement; the amendment of irri- 
ation laws; the reclamation of arid 
ands, enactment of laws to prevent 
dealingin futures. It commends the 
Secretary of Agriculture for his efforts 
toward removing the restrictions on the 
foreign meat trade. 
The minority report favors the free 
unlimited coinage of Amorican gold 
and silveron a ratio established by 
the international monetary convention 
which shall make silver and gold of 
equal purchasing power. It favors 
tariff for revenue, with incidental pro- 
tection. 

The free coinage and tariff resolu- 
tions of both reports were received 
with applause, as was also that rela- 
tive to immigration laws, 

A resolution which was hailed with 
delight the burial of all animosities 
between North and South was received 
with tremendous applause and upon 
motion of Maj. Warer of Missouri was 
given three hearty cheers. 

A 8TORMY DEBATE. 

E. V. Smalley spoke forthe minority 
silver resolution, Gen. Warren of 
Ohio replying. The silver clause of 
the minority report was then voted 


down. 

A minority report by the California 
delegate also failed. It was: 

We object to the free coinage of silver on 
the ground that the tax-payers of the United 
States are now buying all of the silver out- 
put at about 97 cents per ounce, whereas, it 
is claimed free coinaxe will raise the price 
to $1.89 per ounce. Wesee nouse for the 
tax-payers advancing silver. We recom- 
mend the purchase of the silver output of 
the United States for the money used at the 
lowest bidders’ price, just as the Govern- 
ment now buys apy other article it needs. 

The minority tariff resolutions then: 
were taken up and Smalley presented 
the minority’s case. He said there 
had been too much politics in the com- 
mittee. When he accepted the chair- 
mansbip he did not expect the Demo-

Plan Arranged for Their Protective 
Organization. 
SAN FrRANcisco, April 17.—|By the 
_ Associated Press.| The committee ap- 
pointed by the meeting of olive-o1l pro- 
ducers yesterday, consisting of Ellwood 
Cooper of Santa Barbara, C. A. Wet- 
more of Livermore, E. E. Goodrich of 
Santa Clara, Frank Kimball of Na- 
tional City and B. W. Lelong of San 
Francisco, met this morning and 
adopted a plan of organization which 
will be submitted to the producers at 
the meetingin July, The plan pro- 
vides for the formation of an 
association and the establish- 
ment. of a depot in San Francisco 
where different brands of oil may be 
Sampled and information concerning 
the industry be collected for dissemi- 
nation.

Membership shall be obtained 
on application in writing, signed by 
two members of the organization, and 
elected by ballot by a three-fourths vote 
of all members.

Rome, April 17.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The reply of Secretary 
of State Blaine to Di Rudini’s last 
note on the subject of the New Or- 
leans affair, is the only important sub- 
ject of conversation and newspaper 
comment throughout Italy. The full 
text of the reply reached Italy today. 
It is officially denied that there is any 
truth in the report sent from Rome to 
the Daily Chronicle of London that 
Porter, the United States minister to 
Italy, is ou the point of departing from 


sence. 

One journal says Bilaine’s reply to 
Rudini’s last note evinces a great de- 
sire to elude the demands of the Ital- 
jan government, to escape from in- 
demnifying the families of the men 
lynched at New Orleans and to refrain 
from acceding to the Italian govern- 
ment’s right to intervene in the New 
Orleans affair. 

Topolo Romano, 
Blaine’s reply,says: ‘“‘In view of the 
tenor of Biaine’s answer it is diflicult 
to form any idea as to how or where 
the matter will end.”

RIOTING AT BENARES. 


Bengalese Revolt Because a Temple 
Was Demolished. 

BENARES (Bengal,) April 17.—[By Ca- 
ble and Associated Press.] The excite- 
mentin this city, originating in the 
demolition of the temple, increases 
every hour; all shops are closed. All 
natives of the city and district have 
sullenly stopped work and are gather- 
ing in large crowds in and around the 
principal thoroughfares, The result is 
that several serious riots have occurred 
between the natives and the local au- 
thorities of Benares. British tooops 
are guarding all the banks and public 
buildings, anc also occupy many points 
of vantage throughout the city dis- 
trict. The eventual effect of the spirit 
of resentment and indignation exist- 
ing among the Hindoos, already felt 
far and wide in India, cannot at 
present be correctly estimated. 

At 2 this afternoon there was a turn 
for the betterin the aspect of affairs 
in and about this city. The change 
was preceded bya furious riot:In 
spite of the efforts of the local officials, 
police and military, the natives cut 
the telegraph wires, looted the railway 
station and plundered the railway 
treasury chest of about 3,000 rupees. 
The local authorities summoned a 
large number of volunteers to their 
assistance, and have succeeded in ar- 
resting 100 of the most violent rioters. 
The arrests resulted in quieting the 
disturbance, at least for the present. 


BISMARCK’S CHANCES. 


A Second Ballot May Not Send Him 
to the Reichstag. 

BERLIN, April 17.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Final returns from 
Geestemunde show that there is a re- 
mote chance of Bismarck being de- 
feated for the Reichstag on the second 
ballot. He gives no signs of retiring. 

A dispatch containing averse ad- 
dressed to the Emperor, in regard to 
Bismarck, appeared in this city and 
met with enormous demand. It re- 
quests the Emperor to pacify Bismarck, 
the great historical figure of the em- 
pire, to whom the Emperor can make 
advances without the sacrifice of 
dignity. 

RIEDRICHSRUHAE, April 17.—Prince 
Bismarck, in receiving a deputation of 
Kiel Conservatives said: “The Em- 
peror would do well todesist from con- 
ceding further reforms and revert to 
the conservative policy maintainea by 
his grandfather.” Prince Bismarck 
insisted upon his right to express opin- 
ions on current affairs. This speech 
presages the indomitable opposition of 
the former Chancellor to the govern- 
ment.

The motive assigned 
is revenge owing to jealousy.

The New Road Law. 

The new general road law, which was 
prepared in committee and amended 
several times, passed the Legislature 
and has been approved by the Gov- 
—— The main provisions are as fol- 

ows: 

The Board of Supervisors shall di- 
vide the county into suitable road dis- 
tricts and each supervisor shall be ex- 
officio road commissioner in bis super- 
visor district and shall see that all con- 
tracts and orders pertaining to roads 
and bridges are properly executed. 

After the first Mofday following the 
first day in January, 1893, the office of 
road overseer shall be abolished. 

The supervisors may cause highways 
to be surveyed, laid out, recorded and 
opened, abolish or abandon such as are 
not necessary, contract,purchase or otl- 
erwise acquire right-of-way over private 
property tor the use of public high- 
ways, acvertise for sealed bids for 
keeping in order and repair all roads, 
culverts and bridges, provided that, in 
their. discretion, they may exciude 
from such cuntract the repairing of 
bridges. If no bids are received or ac- 
cepted the board may order the work 
performed by theroad commissioner. 

If acontractor neglects or fails to 
perform his contract, the road com- 
missioner shall notify bim, aud if the 
contractor does not use reasonable dili- 
gence in complying with such notice, 
the road commissioner shall cause the 
work to be doue by others, and the 
cost shall be deducted from the quar- 
terly allowance of such contractor. 

The Board of Supervisors may ap- 
point oue road inspector at a compen- 
sation not to exceed the sum allowed 
by law as the total compensation of the 
road commissioner, and he shall act 
in their stead.. The board must ad- 
vertise for sealed bids to maintain 
roads. Such contracts must be awarded 
separately for each road district and 
to a qualified elector. The board sh all 
annually levy a tax not exceeding $3 
on each man between 21 and 55 years 
of age. These are the main provisions. 

The road commissioner shall inspect 
the work done under sueb contracts 
and ordered and make a written re- 
port four timesuyear. ‘The board 
shall thereupon pay the amount found 
due the contractor for the preceding 


iooks younger (U&rter from the funds of the road 


district embraced in his contract. 

ln tbeir discretion the supervisors 
may designate mile-stones and guide- 
posts. They may erect water works 
tor the purpose of watering roads. 

The road commissioner, under the 
direction of the Board of Supervisors, 
must take charge of the highways 
within his district, shall employ men, 
teams, wateriny-carts, and all heip nec- 
essary. NO commissioner shal! be in- 
terested, direcéiy or indirectly, in any 
contract or work to be doue in his dis- 
trict. Meshall keep tbe roads free 
from obstructions and in good repair, 
destroy weeds, cause banks to be 
graded and bridges to be made. He 
must make quarterly reports under 
oath oft the number of days he bus 
been employed, wages, receipts, ete. 
He shali receive for his services 20; 
cents per mile ove way ior all distances | 
actually traveled in the performance 
ot his duties (be shall not, In any one 
year, receive more than $500.)
